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Mary, was born on 14th December, 1895, at York Cottn»;e, 
Bandrinj^ham. At the time of his birth, his great-grandmother, 
Queen Victoria, was still on the throne, while his grandfather, 
afterwards Edward VII, was Prince of Wales. His Parents weie 
merely Duke and Duchess of York. Prince Albert received his 
early education at the hands of able tutors like Mr. Hansell.

Like his father and his great-uncle, the young Prince was 
destined for the Navy. In 1909, he went to Osborne and remained 
there for two years’ training at Dartmouth. In 1913, he w ent for 
his first cruise in H. M. S. “Cumberland,” which took him to 
Canada and West Indies; and he was the first among his brothers 
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to see the Americas. On his return, he was gazetted a midship¬ 
man, and joined H.M.S, ‘‘Collingwood” in Sept. 1913. On the 
outbreak of war, he proceeded on active service with the Grand 
Fleet, but in September 1914, he was found to be suffering from 
appendicitis. After a successful operation, he joined duty with 
the fleet in 1916, at the time of the battle of Jutland. His services 
as sub-Lieutenant, the rank which he held then, were mentioned 
in Admiral Jellicoe’s dispatch. He was promoted to acting 
Lieutenant in September, 1916, but liis liealth would not 
permit him to continue a sea career, and he was subsequently 
appointed to the “Victory,” on the staff of the Oommander- 
in-Chief at Portsmouth. He was made Knight of the Garter 
on 14th December 1916, on the occasion of his twenty- 
first birthday. In November 1917, he was appointed to the 
Royal Naval Air Force at Cranwell, and in April 1918, he was 
transferred to the R.A.F. He became Squadron-Leader in 1919; 
Wing-Commander, in 1920; Group Captain, 1921; Air Vice-Marshal, 
1932; Air Ministry, January 1, 1936; Air Chief Marslial, June 23, 
1936; and Marshal of the Royal Air Force, December 11, 1936. 

The War being over, his energies were turned to tlie problems 
of Peace. In October 1919, he went up to Cambridge whth his 
brother, Prince Henry, as an undergraduate at the Trinity College. 
He worked hard, took a course in Civics, of which histoiy and 
econoiilics are the principal ingredients, though it touches on such 
matters as capital and labour, the functions of government, and 
the meaning and quality of citizenship. In 1920, he was created 
Baron Killerney, Earl of Inverness, and Duke of York. Took his 
seat in the House of Lords. Became the President of the Indu¬ 
strial Welfare Society whose aim is to bring about a revival of 
the spirit of industrial comradeship. 

In 1923, King George and Queen Mary announced their 
approval of the engagement of their second son to Lady Elizabeth 
Angela Marguerite Bowes-Lyon, daughter of the 14th Earl of 
Strathmore and Kinghorne. The marriage took place in West¬ 
minster Abbey on 26th April 1923, with great national rejoicing. 



The Royal couple lived at White Lodge, Richmond, a prelude 
to taking up residence at 145 Piccadilly, but towards the end of 
1924, the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess, left for an African 
tour, and after visiting Kenya Colony, Uganda, and the Sudan, 
arrived home in April 1925. On arrival in England, the Duke 
became busy with the British Empire Exhibition at Wembley, 
of which he was the President. In 1926, thoir first child was 
born,—frincess Elizabeth Alexandra Mary, who now stands next 
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in succession to the British Throne. A much larger journey was ^ 
undertaken when King George deputed his second son to perform 
the opening ceremony of the Federal Parliament House in the 
Federal city of Canberra. Everywhere their reception was over¬ 
whelmingly enthusiastic, and every where their days were crowded. 
They returned to London in 1927. 


In August, 1930, Princess Margaret liose was born at Glamis 
Castle. The Duke has been busy, constantly visiting Industrial 
Areas. He was appointed Chairman of the Advisory Council of 
King George’s Jubilee Trust, and after the death of his father, 
became High Steward of the Borough of Windsor. In July 1935, 
the Duke, accompanied by the Duchess, flew to Brussels to visit 
the International Exhibition, and in September of the same year 
he flew to Belgium to represent King George at the funeral of 
Queen Astrid. When King George’s life was drawing to its close, 
he returned to London with Ex-King Edward to shoulder the 
burdens of State as Heir Presumptive to the Throne, which he 
became on the death of his father. 


When King Edward succeeded to the Throne. The Duke 
was compelled to accept a number of Presidencies of hospitals 
which King Edward was holding as Prince of Wales. 

The reign of King Edward VIII came to an end at 1:52 p m., 
Friday, the 11 December 193G; when he announced his abdi¬ 
cation to both Houses of Parliament and executed the Instrument 
of Abdication. Simultaneously the Duke of York succeeded his 
brother as King and took the title of King George VI. 

The proclamation of our only lawful and rightful liege Lord 
George the VI, was made throughout India on Monday, 14th 
December 1936.

S Her childhood was spent chiefly at Waldenbury, and she was jj 

S educated at home under the supervision of her mother, whose 
] literary taste she inherited. As a young girl she was a Girl Guide f 
and she personally trained the Glamis Troop. During the Great 
War she did whatever a girl of fourteen could do to help her mother 
I and sisters in ministering to the soldiers’ and sailors’ families, i 
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The Court Circular on January 16, 1923, announced the 
engagement of the Duke of York to Dady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon, 
adding, “to which the King has gladly given his consent.’* The 
public equally and gladly also gave its consent. From the moment 
of her engagement, she came under the critical eye of the public 
and she passed the test with flying colours, so that when the 
marriage took place on April 26, 1923, it was the occasion of great 
national rejoicing, heartfelt and sincere. 

After the honeymoon the Eoyal couple lived at White Lodge, 
Richmond Park, afterwards moving to 146 Piccadilly. 

In the autumn of 1923 the Duke and Duchess paid their first 
foreign State visit to Serbia and received an uproarious welcome. 
Their next voyage was to East Africa, and then to Australia where 
they have gained the admiration and deep affection of all. 

The Duchess became the mother of a daughter on 21st 
April 1926, on the birth of Princess Elizabeth, a most winning 
and attractive child. Since then the Duchess has stood for all 
that British motherhood demands, yet never for a moment allow¬ 
ing the claims of the home to encroach on her public duties. Her 
second daughter, Princess Margaret Bose, was born on 21st 
August 1930, at Glamis Castle, and the choice of the name 
Margaret delighted all the Scottish people. 

The Duchess has received honorary degrees at Oxford, 
Glasgow, Belfast, St. Andrews, Brisbane, Melbourne, and Adelaide 
universities. As Duchess of York she was Colonel-in-Chief of 
King’s own Yorkshire Light Infantry, and Honorary Colonel of 
the London Scottish (14th London Regiment). She was also a 
patron of the Royal Horticultural Society. 

Shortly after the accession, King George VI conferred the 
Most Noble Order of the Garter on his so well-beloved consort, 
who is also a Lady of the Order of the Crown of India, a Dame 
Grand Cross of the Royal Victorian Order, and a Dame Grand 
Cross of the British Empire. The King has been pleased on the 
occassion of his Majesty’s Coronation to confer upon the Queen 
the title and dignity of a Lady of the Most Ancient and Most 
Noble Order of the Thistle and the Royal Victorian Chain.

Queen Mary, daughter of the Duke and Duchess of Teck, was born 
on 20th May 1867, at Kensington Palace, and was christened Victoria 


Mary Augusta Louise Olga Pauline Claudine Agnes. Became engaged 

in 1892 to H. E. 



H. the Duke of 
Clarence, who 
died in 1 892. 
Married to the 
Dukeof Yoik (late 
King George V) 
in 1893. Queen 
Mary has travelled 
round the world, 
and has won affec¬ 
tionate regard 
every-where. On 
3rd June 1910, 
King George con¬ 
ferred upon her 
the title and 
dignity of a Lady 
of the Most Noble 
Order of the Gar¬ 
ter. In July 1933, 
the Hon. Degree 
of Doctor of Music 
was conferred on 
the Queen by the 
Eoyal College of 
Music. The 
Queen christened 
the new Cunarder, 
“Queen Mary,” ;in 
September 1934. 
She played an 


active part in making the celebrations of the Silver Jublee such a success. 
How affectionate and kind the Queen has been, is proved by the deep-felt 
sympathy shown to her on the death of her beloved husband, King 
Gearge V. She has been a mother, not to her children alone, but to all 
bor subjects both at home and abroad. 




H. R. H. THE DUKE OF WINDSOR 

H, R. H. The Duke of Windsor, eldest son of King George V and Queen 
Mary, was born on 23rd June 1894. Eeceived naval training at Osborne . 
and Dartmouth. Invested as Prince of Wales at Carnarvon, 1911. 

Made K. G. in Juno 1911. Received 
the Legion of Honour, July 1912, 
and the Croix de Guerre in October 
1915. Promoted Lieutenant in March 
1913. Went through an under¬ 
graduate course at Magdalen College, 
Oxford. Went to the front in Novem¬ 
ber 1914, attached to Sir J. French’s 
staff and served with zeal and ability. 
Was the bearer of the historic despatch 
from Sir J. French, respecting the 
battle of Neuve Chapelle. Appointed 
as Staff-Captain on the staff of the 
General Officer Commanding the 
Mediterranean Expenditionary Force 
and arrived in Egypt, March 1916. Be¬ 
came D. A. Q. M. G. in May and was 
appointed Hon. Col. of a battalion of 
the Cheshire Regiment, July 1917. Appointed Grand Master of the Older 
of S. S. Michael and George. Visited Italian Fic nt during Austria’s 
attack, 1917. Took his seat in the House of Lords, ]918. Appointed 
Colonel-in-Chief of the Cadet Corps in United Kingdom, 1919. Made 
G.C.S I. and G.C.I.E. on the eve of voyage to India in October 1921. 
Created a Knight of the Thistle on his birthday in 1922. Was President 
of the British Association at Oxford in August 1926. Received the 
Knighthood of the Order of St. Patrick, June 1927. Was appointed a 
Privy Councillor for Canada on his visit to Canada. Assumed the title 
of Master of the Merchant Navy and Fishing Fleets, February 1928. 
Promoted from Captain to Vice-Admiral, from Colonel to Lieut.-General 
nnd from Group Captain R.A.F. to Air-Marshal, 1930. Promoted 
Admiral, General, and Air Chief Marshal, January 1935. Succeeded to 
the British Throne on the death of his lather. King George V, on 20th 
January 1936. King Edward, after a brief reign of nearly ten months 
abdicated on the 11th December 1935. Created Duke of Windsor after 
the abdication, Married on 3rd June 19^7; Mrs, ‘W’ailis Warfield,

His Exoellenoy the Right Hon’bh Lord Braboum3, Fifth Baron 
(cr. 1880), Michael Herbert Rudolph Knatchbull, G. C. I. E. 1933; M.C., 
Governor of Bengal, since 1937, is one of the youngest Governors in 
India. Born on 8th May 1895. Son of the Fourth Baron, whom he 
succeeded in Ft-brnary 1933, Educated at Wellington. College and the 
R )yal Military Academy, Woolwich. Commissioned in the Royal Horse 
and Field Artillery in 1914, Served Overseas during the Great War from 
1915 to 18 in the Royal Artillery and Royal Flying Corps. Transferred to 
the Royal Air Force in 1918 and retired in 1920. Aw'arded the Military 
Cross and mentioned three times in despatches. Entered Parliament as 
Conservative Member for the Ashford Division of Kent in 1931. Was 
Parliamentary Private Secretary to Sir Samuel lloare, Secretaiy of State 
for India, 1932-33. Governor of Bombay 1933-37; Acted as Governor- 
General and Viceroy, for some time in 1938. Lord Brabourne married 
in 1919 Lady Doreen Geraldine Browne, youngest daughter of the Sixth 
Marquess of Sligo, and sister of the present Marquess. They have two 
sons, the Hon. Norton Cecil Michael Knatchbull (heir) born on the 11 th 
February 1922 and the Hon, John Ulick Knatchbull, born 9th 
November 1924. 

Lord Brabourne is a Knight of Grace of St. John of Jerusalem 
(1933). He is the representative today of the Knatchbull family which 
has been known and honoured in Kent for centuries, and the owner of a 
famous house, Mersham Le Hatch, three miles from Ashford. 

Though the present Lord Brabourne is only the fifth Baron of that title 
he is the fourteenth Baronet, for the first of that line, Sir Norton Khatch- 
bull, was created a Baronet in 1641. Long before tliat distinction came 
into the family the Knatchbulls had been known in Kent. They originally 
lived at Lympne where, according to the recoids, they were flourishing 
as early as the reign of Edward III. Many of the fan)ily entered Pailia- 
ment, the best known of them being the first Lord Brabourne, who was 
raised to the peerage in 1880. He had been for many years Member for 
Sandwich, and was in succession a Lord of the Treasury, Under-Secretary 
for the Home Department, and Under-Secrctary for the Colonies. It was 
he who, on coming into the Hugessen property, added the name Hugessen 
to Knatchbull, in 1847, a name which was dropped by the present Lord 
Brabourne in 1919.

His Highness in the course of a cordial interview said, “From my 
young days, I had a terrific curiosity and everything interested me; so 
everything I saw or heard of, I wanted to probe its origin. Of course 
politics were a necessary consequence of my position and J have nearly 
spent my whole time in politics. My last four years were really the 
most interesting to me of my life, because we had on one side of the Round 
Table Conference Indian Delegations, and on the other side, British 
Delegates. And for two years, I was at the same time at Geneva in connec¬ 
tion with the Disarmament Con-ference. Then there was the meeting 
of League of Nations and the China-Japanese Conference. So 
these were really of great interest to me/^ 
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“Whatever anybody may say of 
anything, we have got India one 
step nearer to our objective of full 
Dominion Status**, His Highness 
observed. Concluding he said, 
“Snce I was a boy of thirteen the 
debates of Gladstone, Chamberlain, 
Lord Rosebury and Salisbury 
interested and turned me towards 
pciitics. Men like late Justice 
Telang, late Justice Ranade and late 
Sir Phero&shah Mehta reproduced 
on a small scale in India the debates 
and the work of English orators. 
On one side, I read of political bat¬ 
tles of Europe and on the other side, 
I saw and heard debates in Bombay 
aiifd Poona.

and great riches; thereafter subject¬ 
ed to a course of intensive culture 
which would have given most boys 
a profvmnd distaste for study, but 
which left him with a sense of his 
deficiencies and a determination to 
make them good; invested with full 
powers, within the limits imposed 
by his position as a native ruler in 
India, at the age of eighteen, and 
called upon, without the aid of 
anyone on whom he might look as 
a friend and companion to exercise 
those powers His High nos Maha¬ 
raja Sayajirao III was marked out 
for a human experiment of the 
highest interest. 

Apart from the question of 
what his personality might effect, 
the odds were that the experiment 
would fail. Tradition was against 
success, the traditions of a parvenu, 
the traditions of Baroda. Wealth 
and autocratic position, coupled with 
freedom from outside dangers, 
offered the young Prince the oppor¬ 
tunity to pass a life of ease, extra¬ 
vagance and dissipation, like so 
many of the distant kinsmen who 
had preceded him on the throne of 
Baroda, like so many more of the 
Indian Rajas, his neighbours. But 
Sayajirao III flouted tradition. He 
put aside resolutely the temptation 
to follow the easy road, and from 
the beginning of his actual rule 
kept his steps, undeviating, to 
the path of duty toward his State. 
From this path he has never 
since strayed. Handicapped by 
attacks of illhealth and many 
domestic sorrows, he has fixed his 
eyes on the goal for fifty years, 
overcoming obstacles by steady 
persistency and ever searching for 
new ideas which will help him to 
the attainment of his desire. His 
illnesses, he has even turned, to 
profit; for, compelled to look for the 


the remedy in foreign travel, he 
has made foreign travel the means 
of his own higher education. He 
has proved, indeed, his favourite 
contention that travel is the highest 
form of education; and characteristi¬ 
cally he has given the opportunity 
to others to prove it. with a view to 
fitting them for tlie task of helping 
him in the admi'Mstration of Baroda. 
He has his reward in the affectijn 
of his subjects the admiration of 
educated and discerning Indians, 
and even some measure of apprecia¬ 
tion from the rest of the world, not 
apt to give much attention to the 
rulers of Indian States. He has 
not lacked detractors; a sure sign 
that a man has tried to accomplish 
something in his life, he has passe 1 
through storms at home and abroad. 
But injustice has left him, if not 
untouched, at least unfaltering. A 
will like his, does not bow to accid¬ 
ents. He has lived down the unfair 
criticisms, the u•'‘warranted inter¬ 
pretations, the ill-informed condem¬ 
nations, aT)d the iritentional malice, 
and now perliaps, after about sixty 
years of reign, will be permitted to 
enjoy the pri.oe which he has so 
deserved. 

An obvious comment on his 
achievement is that it is on a very 
small scale, that he is only the ruler 
of a territory of 8,000 square miles, 
of a people 2,030,000 in number, of 
a puppet State. How would he have 
done if he had a large kingdom, many 
millons of subjects, an absolutely 
independent authority? But such 
belittlement of what he has done 
would be absurd. The value of an 
experiment does not depend on its 
sii^e. Great tests can be made even 
under the microscope. His High¬ 
ness has taken the material which 
was to hand, and within its bounds 
has striven to prove his understand¬ 
ing of the duties of the governor to 
the governed. He has felt himself 
that his sphere is small: but feels 
also that on a larger scale his 
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opportunities would have been 
greater, not less. The testimony of 
history is on his side. 

If, however, the limits of 
Baroda have cramped its Maharaja’s 
scope, they have not prevented him 
from setting an example worthy to 
be followed far beyond the frontiers 
of his State. 

“Whatsoever the noble man 
does, that same the other folk do, 
whatever he makes his standard, 
that the world obeys” (Bhagvad- 
gita). His Highness married in 1880 
Shri Chimnabai Saheb, a priticess 
belonging to the House of Tanj >re, 
who died in 1885. Married second 
time in 1885, Shri Chimnabai Saheb 
of the Ghatge family of the Dewas 
State.

The agriculturists^ indebtedness to 
the state had reached sixty-five 
lakhs of rupees during the first year 
of the minority administration. 
This large sum has been remitted 
entirely and the Bhavnagar farmer 
is now free from the Durbar’s debt. 
The administration made splendid 
efforts to remove the agriculturists 
from the clutches of the money 
lenders and the measures, adopted for 
their protection from the usurious 
practices of merchants, are both 
novel and admirable in an Indian 
State.

H. H. Major-Gen. Walaehaii Prince Azam Jah Bahadur, Hfir-apparent 
to His Exalted Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad, on whom the title of 
“Prince of Berar” was conferred recently at a Kartika Durbar in the 
Chawmella Palace, following the Government of India’s retrocesson of 
Berar to the Nizam. Prince Azam Jah is Commander’in-Chief of the 
Hyderabad State Forces, and is an enthusiastic military chief. He is a 
keen sportsman, and plays an excellent game of Polo. 






H. H. Princess Duira-Shehvar, Wife of H. H. the Prince of Berar, 
and Daughter of the £x-SuUod of Turkey, 
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the fourth largest city in the Indian 
Empire with a population of 466,894. 
Its civic affairs are managed by the 
municipality. 

His Exalted Highness has been 
assisted in administration of the 
State by an Executive Council con¬ 
sisting of seven members and 
the administration is carried on by 
a regular system of departments 
on lines similar to those followed 
in British India. There is also a 
Legislative Council of twenty mem¬ 
bers, eight of whom are elected. 
The State possesses postal service 
stamps for internal purposes. 
H. E. H. maintains an efficient and 
well equipped army of his own. 

H. E. H. the Nizam, whose moment¬ 
ous reign stands out in the history of 
the State as an embodiment of pro¬ 
gress and development in every direc¬ 
tion, has recently opened the Nizam- 
sagar Reservoir, which has been 
constructed from the waters of the 
river Manjra and could claim till 
lately to have the biggest masonry 
dam in the world. H.E.H is a great 
patron of art and learning and is 
himself a keen scholar of Arabic, 
Persian, Hindi and Urdu. His as¬ 
cetic simplicity, his devotion to 
work, his sense of even-handed 
justice, tolerance and his wide 
sympathy and solicitude for his 
people have endeared him to his 
subject who look upon him as a true 
embodiment of ideal kingship. 

Hyderabad’s magtiificent contribu¬ 
tion to the cause ^ of Indian Federa¬ 
tion is too well known to need 
detailed mention here; but it is note¬ 
worthy that the Nizam was the first 
Indian Prince to express his belief 
in the possibility of the State’s 
entering the Federation with the 
Provinces, long before the present 
Federal scheme was seriously 
thought of. It is a matter of 
common knowledge how the Hyde- 
rebad Delegation carried out this 
policy under the able leadership of 
tho Bt, lipn. Sir Akbar Hydari, and

Table Conference. Indeed they 
brought the prestige of the Nizam 
and his Dominions to a very high 
level, and made the whole Empire 
see that the title of Faithful Ally 
of the British Government, a unique

House was founded 200 years ago by two brothers of the Maharaja of 



Jodhpur. His Highness Maharaja Shree Himmat Singhji is the tenth of 
this illustrious line, and the grandson of the well-known soldier and states¬ 
man, His Highness Maharaja Major General Sir Pratap Singhji Saheb of 
Jodhpur fame. Maharaja Himmat Singh succeed to the Gadi on the sudden 
dsath of His Highness Maharaja Sir Dowlat Singh on 14th April 1931, 
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Born on 2nd September 1889. Married 
in 1908 to Shree Jawahar Kunwar 
Sahiba, the eldest daughter of Raja 
of Khandela in the Jaipur State. 

His Highness received his education 
at the Mayo College, Ajmer, where 
he remained for five and a half years, 
leaving it after a brilliant career in 
1916. He attained his diploma, stan¬ 
ding first in the list of candidates from 
all the chief colleges in India, and 
was awarded His Excellency the 
Viceroy^s Medal. He won every 
class prize from the fifth to the dip¬ 
loma, five prizes for English and 
eleven others for various subjects. 
He won prizes in each division in 
succession for riding, and represent- 
ted the College against the Aitchison 
College for three years at tent peg¬ 
ging, and also at tennis. For several 
years, he was captain of one or other 
of the junior football or cricket ele¬ 
vens, and he was one of the best and 
keenest polo players in the college. 

On leaving the college. His High¬ 
ness Maharaja Shree Himmat Singhji 
took an active part in the State 
administration, being appointed to 
His late Highness* Council, and later 
for several years was in charge of 
the administration under His late 
Highness* personal directions. He 
gained further practical experience 
from an extensive tour throughout 
India in 1929-30. He was therefore 
well qualified to take up his respon¬ 
sibilities as ruler of his State when 


he ascended the Gadi of Idar. Since 
his accession in 1931, many schemes 
of improvement have been inaugu¬ 
rated which concern the social wel¬ 
fare of his subjects, their education* 
industries and agriculture. His High¬ 
ness has two sons, Maharaja Kumar 
Daljit Singhji and Amar Singhji. The

On return from abroad His High¬ 
ness received administrative train¬ 
ing under the direction of Mr. C. U. 
Wills, a retired civilian of the 
Central Provinces. He toured 
through all the districts of the State 
in order to obtain first hand intimate 
knowledge of the condition of his 
people. 

His Highness assumed full ruling 
powers on the 9th May 1930. On 
that auspicious day he announced 
inte/r aha liberal remissions of all 
arrears of revenue and ta*ika to 
cultivators and istmurardars and 
also announced his intention to 
limit his civil list to eleven percent 
of the income of the State. 

' Ever since the assumption of the 
reins of administration it has been 
the constant endeavour of His 
Highness to study and promote the 
welfare of all classes of his subjects. 
He has evinced a particularly keen 
personal interest in all that concerns 
the well-being of the peasantry. 
Early in 1931 a Tenancy Act-the 
first of its kind in the history of the 
State—was passed and is designed 
to safeguard the interests of the 
cultivators. For the benefit of the 
very same class His Highness has 
inaugurated a fund to which hand¬ 
some contributions have been made. 
Sir Hukumchand, a wealthy banker 
of Indore, contributing two lakhs to 
it. To add to the efficiency of the 
services in the State, His Highness 
has sanctioned the institution of the 
Holkar State Civil Service. It ensures 
the recruitment of the pick of the 
rising generation into the State 
service, which will eventually prove 
to be of immense benefit to the State. 

In matters of social reform His 
Highness holds very progressive 
views. An important one is, the 
prohibition by law of marriages 
between minors. Another important 
reform is the passing of the Indore 


Nukta Act and the Marriage Ex¬ 
penses Controlling Act which have 
for their object the controlling of 
expenditure on funeral ceremonies 
and marriages, etc. 

His Highness has shown deep 
interest in the advancement of 
women in which he is ably assisted 
by her Highness the Maharani, who 
holds the most up-to-date and 
progressive views in regard to all 
the matters affecting the welfare of 
women. 

The uplift of the depressed classes 
has also attracted the attention of 
His Highness, and increasing facili¬ 
ties are being provided in every 
walk of life for the betterment of 
their lot. Services as well as schools 
are open to the depressed classes. 

In 1931 His Highness was invited 
as a delegate to the 2nd Round Table 
Conference in London, where he 
presented a scheme of Federation 
according to which the State could 
join an All-India Federation. 

The Rulers enjoy the hereditary 
title of “Maharajadhiraj Raj Raje- 
shwar Sawai Shree’’ and a salute of 
21 guns within their own territories 
and 19 outside them.

The Hereditary title of “Raja’’ was 
conferred on the present Ruler, on 
the birthday of His late Majesty, the 
King Errperor, in June 1935. The 
Rajasaheb is one of the recipients of 
Their Majesties' Silver Jubilee 
Medal. The Rajasaheb has had the 
benefit of an extensive tour of the 
Contintent of Europe. He attended 
the Coronatien of their Majesties 
King George the Sixth and Queen 
Elizabeth and is a recipient of the 
Coronation Medal. 

The Rajasaheb has been a repre¬ 
sentative member of the Princes 
Chamber for group fourth for the 
last nine years. The State has pro¬ 
vided for free medical aid.

mental culture which was improved upon by the education she had received 
in her parental home. The happy marriage was not to last long. A great 
shikari. Prince Shivaji left for shikar in the Kumbhoj hills, aocompained by 
other members of the royal family. After some successful pigsticking in 
the morning, the party halted in a mango grove near Nea. ‘ But just when 
they where about to sit down for a meal, a pig was seen to be running by 
and the young shikari, Prince Shivajirao, could not resist the temptation 
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of having a tilt at it before his meal. 
Away he rode after the little pig and 
just as his spear touched the animal, 
tne horse he was riding fell on its 
knee and the youth was hur¬ 
led on the ground head downwards. 
He was taken at once to Dr. Wanless 
at Miraj. All the skill of the doctors, 
however, failed, and the Prince pass¬ 
ed away at 8-45 p.m., on 12th June 
1918, leaving behind him his family 
and a child-widow to mourn his loss. 
Prince Shivaji was a spirited and 
bold youth whose comradeship 
would have been invaluable to his 
father, and still more, to his brother 
during his career as the ruler of 
Kolhapur. His great love of manly 
independence in all matters would 
have been a great asset to the Kolha¬ 
pur people on whose affairs he 
would certainly have exercised large 
influence. The Kolhapur subjects 
commemorated his memory by erect¬ 
ing an equestrian statue of Prince 
Shivaji and founding Prince Shivaji 
M a r a t h a Boarding and Prince

D. W. DodiWell, I. C. S. and later 
Captain G. T. V. Harvey were in 
charge of higher education. Years 
of hard and patient study preceeded 
a course of j^ractical administrative 
training at the important seats of 
the Government of India.

By deep study and contact with 
the personalities of Europe and the 
Empire, His Highness is able to 
guide the trend of social movements 
in his country through examples 
precept. The latest instance in this 
respect is His Highnesss* procla¬ 
mation throwing open all the tem¬ 
ples under his control and that of 
his Government to all of his Hindu 
subjects including the depressed and 
untouchable classes, a reform which 
evoked universal satisfaction and 
thankfulness not only within the 
State but all over the world. 

Amidst the heavy responsibities 
of the ruler of a modern State, His 
Highness does not peglect the prac¬ 
tice and encouragement of games 
and sports. A keen all-round sports¬ 
man, His Highness is praticularly 
proficient in riding, motoring and 
lawn tennis.

Raja Shrimant Vijaysinh Fattesinh Bhosle, the present Euler of 
Akalkot, was born on 13th December 1915 and succeeded to the Gadi in 
1923. He passed the Diploma Examination of the Eajkumar College, Ea- 
jkot in 1932 with distinction in English, and thereafter attended the Dec- 
can College, Poona for some time. He received administrative training 
for a year and a half at Bangalore and completed the same by extensive tour 
in Northern India. 

Shrimant Eaja Saheb was invested with full powers on 27th February 
1936 and since that time he has given every evidence of his ability, enlight¬ 
enment and broad sympathy for his subjects. He is a keen sportsman taking 
special interest in shooting, riding, motoring, cycle-polo and tennis. He is 
a member of the;(l)Eoyal Western India Turf Club; (2) Western India 
Automobile Association; and (3) the Cricket Club of India. 

Akalkot is the premier State amongst the Satara Jahagirdars, being a 
gift direct from the Satara Maharaja. The Eulers enjoy the hereditary title 
“Eaja” since the date of the gift; it is recognized by the British Govern¬ 
ment who have guaranteed full Sovereignty Eights in internal adminis¬ 
tration by a Treaty implemented directly in 1820. 

The State is about 600 square miles and its present population is about 
a lakh. As early as 1871 the Eevenue Survey and Settlement were introdu¬ 
ced subject to revision after 30 years and the average total revenue is 
Es. 7,00,000. A City Survey scheme was completed in the year 1935. 

Free primary education is imparted throughout all the village schools and 
free secondary education to girls of all castes and creeds. The number of 
schools is 58 which includes a High School for boys and a newly opened 
Girls’ High School. 

The British Judicial system has been adopted with necessary modifi¬ 
cations. An independent High Court Bench was established in 1931. 

A water works scheme costing Es. 9 lakhs was completed last year. A 
bridge on the Bori Eiver costing about Es. 1,20,000 and a causeway on the 
Hebbal Nallah costing about Es. 40,000 have been recently completed. 
Among many other schemes of public utility completed recently, particular 
mention may be made of the)electrification of the town, the town-planning, 
removal of congestion and the provision of additional medical relief by en¬ 
gaging the services of the Blind Belief Association, Bijapur. All these 
schemes were carried out side by side with the adoption of equally benefi¬ 
cial measures such as reduction of interest on loans and land revenue remi¬ 
ssions and suspensions. Eecently special legislation was made to better 
the position of the untouchables in the community.

Shrimant Jayasingrao alias Abasaheb Ghatge, Sarjerao Yajarat 
Ma-ab, Ruler of Kagal (Sen.). Shrimant Sir Pirajirao Jayasingrao alias 
Bapusaheb Ghatge, Sarjerao Vajarat Ma-ab, K.B.E., C.S.I., C.I.E., the 

last illustrious Euler of Kagal 
(Senior) died on the 9th of 
May 1926 after a reign of 
more than 31 years. His sad 
and sorrowful demise was 
naturally a heavy shock and 
deprived his sons and family 
of his parental care. His eldest 
son, the present Ruler, who 
was born on 8th of July 1917 
succeeded to the Gadi, but as 
he was then a minor, the State 
was placed under minority 
administration which termi¬ 
nated on 28th of June 1937, 
when he was invested with 
the ruling powers. During 
the period of his minority, he 
was under the guardianship at 
first of Captain Hopkins and 
later on of Mr. Thompson, 
B.A. He was for sometime 
educated in the Rajkumar 
College, Rajkot. He travell¬ 
ed throughout India and visit¬ 
ed England and the continent 
before his investiture. He is 
a keen lover of sports and an 

accurate shot. He has three younger brothers by name Hindurao 
Babasaheb, Sakharamrao and Yeshwantrao Appasaheb, all of whom 
are at present receiving education in England. 


The ruling family of Kagal (Senior) belong to the race of Kshatriya 
Marathas and its head enjoy the title of Sarjerao Vajarat Ma-ab. The 
ancestor, of the family, by name Piraji Raje left his native place Udaipur 
in Rajputana and came down to the Deccan in quest of adventures. 
After distinguishing himself in many warfares and earning for himself the 
title of Zunjar Eao (Valiant Fighter) he enlisted in the army of Sultan 
Mahmud Padshaha, the then king of Bijapur and successfully put down 
many disturbances. In recognition of his meritorious services and deeds 
of valour, the Padshaha was pleased to confer on him in 15/2 A. D. the 
title of Sarjerao and the Kagal Pargana consisting of 69J villages as a 
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Jahagir. During the first quarter 
of the 19th century when there 
were incessant wars and depreda- 
tions, some of the villages belonging 
to the senior branch of the Ghatge 
family changed hands from one 
power to another but by Article 3 
of the Treaty entered into by the 
Eaja of Kolhapur with the British 
Government, the villages now in the 
Ruler’s possession which number 40 
have been guaranteed. 

The Kagal Senior Jahagir has an 
area of 115 square miles and a 
population of about 50,000. The 
Jahagir besides making provision 
for free primary education for boys 
and girls maintains a full-grade 
High School at Kagal, the capital 
town of the Jahagir. There is a 
big irrigation tank at Miirgnd in the 
Jahagir, which is capable of irrigat¬ 
ing 500 acres of sugarcane crop. 
There are Urban and Rural Co¬ 
operative Societies besides a Munici¬ 
pality and a free Dispensary both at 
Kagal and Murgud.

Torgal is situated at about 110 miles South East of Kolhapur, in a 
particularly enchanting mountainous country, on the banks of the Mala- 
prabha river and was once renowned as the strong and impassable gate¬ 
way to the South. The seven walled fort of Torgal which dates its origin 
in 1154. \..D. was conquerred by Narsojirao Shinde, thefounder of the pre¬ 
sent line, from the Moghals in 1690 A.D. 

Torgal state consists of 38 villages with an area of 137'2 square miles 
and a gross revenue of Bs. 1,26,117. The population of the State is 15,000. 

The people of the state are mostly agriculturists. The soil is rich in 
gardening on the banks of the Malaprabha river and is noted for plantains, 
vegetables and sugarcanes. The principle crops are cotton and wheat in 
black soil and Ground Nuts and Jawari in red soil. 

The administration of the state is carried on by the Chief himself with 
the aid of officers.

Seth Bachhrajji of 
Wardha adopted him as his grand¬ 
son in 1894, and since then Jamna- 
lalji has been residing in the 
Central Provinces. 
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Seth Jamnalalji had hardly any 
academic education. But after the 
death of Seth Bachhrajji in 1916, 
he managed his estate and business 
with remarkable tact, resourceful¬ 
ness and intelligence. In his early 
life he came under the influence of 
Gandhiji, Acharya, Vinoba Bhave 
and Sjt. Krishnadas Jaju, who sowed 
in him the fruitful seeds of national 
service and self-sacrifice. 

Seth Bachhrajji, being a favourite 
of the British Government, Jamna¬ 
lalji began his career as a Eai 
Bahadur and Honorary Magistrate. 
His political career commenced in 
1919 when he resigned his Eai 
Bahadurship as a protest against 
the Government’s policy of repres¬ 
sion. He is the founder of Gandhi 
Seva Sangh and had donated about 
Ks. 2 lakhs for its work. He has 
up till now donated nearly 20 lakhs 
of Rupees for several nation 
building activities. In 1920 he was 
the chairman of the Reception Com¬ 
mittee at the Nagpur Congress 
Session. He was the leader of the 
Nagpur Flag Satyagrah in 1923 
when he was imprisoned for the 
first time- Since then he has been 
devoting his time, money and en¬ 
ergy to constructive national service 
without any outward show or 
publicity. 

Jamnalalji has been working as 
the Treasurer of the congress since 
1920. He is a member of the con¬ 
gress working committee, and the 
President of the C. P. Marathi 
Provincial Congress Committee. 
He has rendered invaluable services 
in the field of constructive national 
activities, such as the All India 
Spinners Association, All India 
Village Industries Association, 
Gandhi Seva S a n g h, All India 


Hindi Prachar Samiti etc. etc. It 
would not be an exaggeration to say 
that he has been given practical 
shape to all the schemes of Gandhiji, 
with his wealth, intelligence, and 
robust common-sense. 

Apart from his political activities, 
Seth Jamnalalji has been a great 
social reformer.

For this distinguished success he was awarded the 
Elliot Scholarship and Jubilee Medal by the Allahabad University. He 
was also offered a scholarship for study in Europe by the late Mr. Tata 
but he refused it on account of caste difficulties. In 1903 he passed the 
first D. Sc. Examination in Physics in the 1st Division and was first in 
the University. He studied physics up to M.A., but did not appear at the 
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M.A. or the 2nd D.Sc. Examination. 
He passed the LL. B. Examination 
in 1st Class in 1904 and was 1st in 
order of merit. He finished his edu¬ 
cation at the age of 22 and practised 
law in Ajmer Merwara for about a 
year. After this he served in Mewar 
for about year and a half as a 
Judicial Officer. He joined the Hol- 
kar State service as a District and 
Sessions Judge in January 1907. In 
1908, he was appointed as Law 
Tutor to His Highness Maharaja 
Tukoji Eao Holkar III, and served 
in that capacity till 1911 except for 
a few months, during which he was 
reverted to the Judicial Department. 
In 1910, he accompanied the Maha¬ 
raja during his European Tour and 
was in Europe with him for a year 
and a half. On the Maharaja’s as¬ 
sumption of ruling powers in 1911, 
he was appointed his Second Secre¬ 
tary, and in 1913 his First Secre¬ 
tary. In this capacity he went 
again with the Maharaja to Europe 
for six months and in the beginning 
of 1915 he was appointed as Home 
Minister, Indore. He worked in 
this capacity till April 1921 when 
he resigned the State service. His 
Highness the Maharaja granted him 
a special pension in recognition of 
his services. During this period, 
he was a recipient of several pecuni¬ 
ary rewards and honours for his 
valuable services to the State and 
had a hand in almost all important 
administrative matters. Several 
reforms introduced in the State 
from time to time were greatly due 
to him. In 1911 he was given the 
King’s Coronation Medal and in 
1914 the title of “Kai Bahadur” by 
the British Government. In 1920 
the high title of ”Aitmad-ud- 
Dowlah” was conferred on him by 
His Highness the Maharaja. On 


his retirement from the Holkar 
State Service, he joined the Patiala 
State service as Minister and served 
in this capacity till August, 1923, 
when he rejoined the the Holkar 
State Service as Home Minister. In 
the Patiala-Nabha case, he was the 
chief representative of the Patiala 
State in the beginning of the inquiry 
held under the orders of the Govern¬ 
ment of India. Soon after his 
return to Indore, he was appointed 
Deputy Prime Minister and Presi¬ 
dent of the Appeal Committee of 
the Cabinet.

Saints*’ etc. The Patriarch of 
Antioch, as successor of St. Peter 
and the Catholicose of the East, 
as successor of St. Thomas, held 
independent eccelesiastical sway 
over the Western and Eastern 
halves of the Orthodox Syrian 
Church from the early times 
of Christianity. The Seat of the 
Catholicose was originaliy Selvcia, 
and in the course of its chequered 
history shiften to various places (as 
the Patriarchate of Antioch, shifted 
from Antioch to Mardin), and be¬ 
came vacant in 1860. In 1912 
Abdul Messiah, the PatriaicH, came 
to Malabar, and with the co-opera¬ 
tion of the then Metroplitan of 
Malabar, the Most Rev. Geevar- 
ghese Mar Dionysius, and some of 
his assistant ]3ish(q)s, restored tlie 
Catholicate and installed therein 
the Most Rev. Panics Mar Ivaniose 
as the first Catho’icof^e of the. East 
in India. ’Fhe present Catholicose 
is the third occupant in the See. 
The Canon, of the Syrian Church, 
grants equal status to the Patriarch 
of Antioch and the Cotholicose of 
the East—both consecrate tlie Holy 
Oil Chrysm and ordain bishops— 
but when in brotherly union they 
come together for ceremonial 
matters, the Patriaich hafe the 
senioiity.

Arthur R. Blowers who left his 
home in Holloway, N. London, 
as a very young man to become 
an officer in the Salvation Army. 
He has journeyed extensively in all 
the five continents of the world. 

Thirty-seven years of his life have 
been spent in India, where he has 
watched the growth of The Salva¬ 
tion Army from India’s youngest 
missionary organization, to the 
proud and influential position, it 
holds among Missionary Societies 
of that land to-day. 

A man of keen vision ann splendid 
organising ability, he was closely 
associated with the late Commis¬ 
sioner F. St. George de L. Booth- 
Tucker, in promoting settlements 
amongst the criminal tribes of India 
and in administering the several 
famine relief schemes in that 
country. In 1924 he was actively 
engaged in flood relief questions. 
At a time when the tremendous 
floods destroyed more than 8,000 
houses in one district alone, the 
Salvation Army distinguished itself 
by saving both life and property, 
and initiated extensive relief 
operation.

A man of daring, as well as of 
courage and pertinacity he has suc¬ 
ceeded in helping the Indians be¬ 
cause he endeavoured to understand 
them. He tried to get into their 
skin and the results of to-day testify 
most clearly that he had succeeded 
splendidly.

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he has worn native garb and, care¬ 
less of resulting slights, he lived 
for many years in native houses, 
and at one time begged his food in 
‘fakir’ fashion from village to village. 
At first he was not only misunder¬ 
stood but suffered for his enterprise 
a period of imprisonment in Madras 
prison. But eventually he attained 
his end and in recent years the 
knowledge acquired in those early 
days has served him in good stead 
to be a recognised authority upon 
missionary work in general.

Booth, General Evangeline, fourth daughter of General William Booth, 
the Founder of the Salvation Army, the present head of the internation¬ 
al organizatiop, was born in London, England, on Christmas Day. 

• At an age when most 
girls* lives are filled with 
lessons and youthful 
pursuits, Evangeline 
Booth was one of her 
father*s most able 
assistants in his work 
amongst the poor of 
London, and had already 
preached her first 
sermon mounted on a 
chair in the open street. 

With the expansion 
of the Salvation Army, 
Evangeline Booth was 
early given large res¬ 
ponsibilities. Whilst 
still in her ‘‘teens** 
William Booth appoin¬ 
ted his daughter to be 
Captain of a Salvation 
Army Corps in the 
worst part of the West 
End of London. Within 
a short time the fierce 
and brutal opposition 
to the Army’s message 
'which had existed 

disappeared. The whole neighbourhood was filled with admiration for 
the courage of the girl leader, and newsboys and “roughs** banded 
themselves into a body-guard for her protection. 

At the age of twenty-three Evangeline Booth was appointed to com¬ 
mand The Salvation Army operations in London, together with the 
oversight of the International Training College. Either task was 
sufficient to tax the powers of an old and experinced leader. How the 
“Field Commissioner**—the title by which she is lovingly remembered 
by thousands—filled her exacting post is one of the bright pages in 
Salvation Army history. 

Changes in the higher commands of The Army left the leadership in 
Canada vacant, and William Booth sent his daughter Evangeline to fill 
the position. This she held for some nine years, expansion of every 
branch of the Army Work marking her command. 

In 1904 Miss Booth, with the new title of Commander, was appointed 
to the National leadership of The Army in the United States. There 
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she endeared herself to all sections 
of the nation by her simplicity of 
purpose and her devotion to the 
ideals set out so vividly in her pub¬ 
lic addresses. The extension and 
consolidation of The Salvation 
Army’s work during her command 
in America bear eloquent testimony 
to her administrative abilities. 

President Wilson bestowed upon 
the then Commander the rare 
honour of the Distinguished Service 
Medal as a mark of his appreciation 
of the Army’s work among the troops 
in the Great War. Tuft’s College 
in Massachusetts, in 1921 conferred 
upon her the honorary degree of 
M.A., the National Society of Colo¬ 
nial Dames honoured her in January 
1928 with the Fair fax Gold Medal 
for “Eminent Patriotic Service,’’ 
and the King of Sweden with the 
Vasa Gold Medal in 1933 for ser¬ 
vices rendered to the Swedish 
people in the United States. 

The General bears in her face a 
striking resemblance to her world- 
famous father. “She is,” as the 
President of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia said recently, “a brilliant 
reflex of the greatness, the persona* 
lity, and the convictions of that 
great man.” 

The Commander was elected 
General of The Salvation Army by 
The Army’s High Council on Sep¬ 
tember 3rd, 1934, the fourth to hold 
that office and the first woman in 
history to be the head of an interna¬ 
tional religious organization. 

Since that time she has travelled 
more than 60,000 miles throughout 
the world, inspecting The Army’s 
activities and addressing huge public 
gathering. 


The General left London on her 
tour on November 7th, 1937 and 
before arriving again at Headquar¬ 
ters she travelled eastward across 
the world, including in her itinerary 
Indian, Ceylon, Malaya, Singapore, 
Netheerland Indies.

When the 
history of Anglo-Indian trade, and to a large extent, of international trade, 
comes to be written^ it will contain few more interesting and remarkable 
instances of successiul individual effort and achievement than''the career 
of Mr Rustom R. Desai, the founder of the Parsee firm of Desai 
Brothers, Ltd. of London. Born in an Aristocratic Parsee family of 
Bombay, Mr. Desai went to England as a young man, more than 25 years 
ago and established himself successfully. As an able businessman he 
carried on single handed and succeeded in establishing business relation¬ 
ships not only with India, but also with East Africa, China, Japan, New 
Zealand, America and the Continent. He always kept up its reputation 
and has always remained high, and that, although passing through 
difficult periods, and working at times against heavy odds, he was 
never involved in a single case of litigation. 

Mr. Desai’s business activities and commercial enterprises were skill¬ 
fully shown when a crisis arose in Shipping Trade at the outbreak of the 
Great War. To ease the situation, Mr. Desai contributed several articles 
in British Journals including the Times and suggested the formation of an 
association of Shipping and Manfacturing Firms in London and of Firms 
at the leading ports and commercial centres of India. 

The association’s agents were to inquire into the particulars and 
merits of each case, and empowered to adjust any difficulties which could 
be adjusted. Failing this, they would be instructed to come to some 
arrangement with the bankers to take over the goods, which would 
otherwise be slaughtered at public auction, to dispose of them at fair 
market prices or to warehouse them until the market improved. Parti¬ 
culars of the proposed association were placed before us at the time to¬ 
gether with the view thereon of leading merchants and the Bankers 
in the Indian trade, and these were decidedly favourable. The scheme 
was so well devised and based on such sound principles that trade and 
business journals, including the Times, highly commended it. 

In 1917, while the war was at its height and air raids were frequent, 
Mr. Desai carried out a patriotic and kindly idea—the construction, at 
his own expense, pf a dug-out in the garden of his residence at Hither 
Green, near London. In this dug-out his friends and neighbours and 
their children took refuge when raiders were announced. It still exists, 
and will probably remain a land-mark for years to come. Those who 
ol^t^in^d shelter there, were not slpw in showing their appreciation of Mr,

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Desai’s thoughtful kindness, and when the war was over, they presented 
him with a silver vase appropriately inscribed. English newspapers 
printed photographs of the solidly built retreat and a film Company took 
a “shot” of its working arrangements. 

Mr. Uesai held the position of Honorary Secretary of the Parsee 
Association of Europe in London for many years, and has rendered good 
services to his community here in India. Many other public spirited 
actions of Mr. Desai, known to us, and obviously inspired by his sense 
of duty and fair play, in which rare gifts of tact and buaiujess ability were 
necessary, are equally deserving of record. But they are not within the 
sphere of trade and industry, and we regret we cannot dilate upon them 
here. 

Mr. Desai is one of the most prominent members of the social life 
of his community in London and India, and among a wide circle of 
business friends in this country, he is well known and highly respected 
for his engaging and unassuming personality. 

As the President of the Dadar-Matunga Parsi Colony Landlord’s 
Association, he did yeoman service to his community. He has created a 
Trust of one lakh for erecting a big building for poor Parsees at Dadar 
Parsee Colony. He also fought against many of the arbitrary and im¬ 
practicable clauses inserted in the draft agreement which was intended to 
be signed by every one of the plot-holdeis on one side, and the Zoro- 
astrian Building Society Ltd., and the City of Bombay Improvement 
Trust on the other and actually succeeded in getting the whole agreement 
revised according to the very reasonable wishes and the requirements of 
the landlords so to say they took up every one of the relinquished plots. 
He was presented with a Silver Casket by the Parsee Landlords’ 
Association. 

Mr. Desai is a Trustee of several public and private charitable insti¬ 
tutions. He is on the managing committee of the Zoroastrian Co-operative 
Bank as well as; on the Advisory Committee of the “Dhandha Fund”.

Seth Hukamchand began his business career at the tender age of fifteen.

Besides his extensive business activities in Opium and Cotton, he can 
be called the pioneer of the cotton Industry in Central India. His name

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growth of the Industry in Indore.

One would naturally ask what is 
the secret of this brilliant success 
of Sir Seth Hukamchand. A little 
consideration brings us to the con¬ 
clusion that at the root of it all lies 
his brave adventurous spirit. It is 
correctly said by some well-known 
authority that profit does not lie 
either in capital or in trade, it lies 
only in risk—the greater the risk 
undertake the greater your success;

Was ap¬ 
pointed a member of the Moral 
Education Consultative Committee 
by the Bombay Government. Was 
an examiner on the Vedanta Prize 
Paper, at the M. A., Degree Exa¬ 
mination of the Bombay University. 
Was intending to join the Ram- 
krishna Mission and to proceed to 
America when he was invited to 
take the Holy Seat of Jagadguru 
Shankaracharya at Karveer (Kolha¬ 
pur). Accepted the same on the 
advice of his best friends including 
the late Lok. Tilak in June 1917. 
Was consulted in regard to the 
religious point of view, by the Et. 
Hon. Mr. Montague and Lord 
Chelmsford in the course of their 
Reforms Inquiry. Presided over 
the All India Hindu Conference at 
Allahabad in 1918 which subsequ¬ 
ently developed into the Hindu 
Mahasabha. Presided over a mee¬ 
ting of the Home Rule League at 
Allahabad at the same time. Left 
Kolhapur in 1918 Oct. on account 
of differences with the Maharaja in 
the question of subordination of the 
Math to the control of the secular 
authority. Fixed his head quarters 
at Nasik. Inaugurated in 1920 the 
Maharashtra Hindu Dharma Pari- 
shad whose sessions from time to 
time have gone a long way to 
liberalise progressive Hindu thought 
in regard to questions of religious 
reform. Always attempted to bring 
ftbout reform without repudiating 


the authority of the scripture, but 
by placing a rational and liberal in¬ 
terpretation on the texts, in con¬ 
sonance witla their spirit rather 
than with their literal meaning. 
Not being endowed with the gifts 
necessary for a field-worker or or¬ 
ganiser, he was not able to do much 
by himself, but people who knew 
him intimately like the late Loka- 
manya Tilak were able to make 
great use of him in the cause of the 
country and the people. He strong¬ 
ly advocated the abolition of the 
practice of untouchability and sup¬ 
ported the readmission into the 
Hindu fold of converts to other 
religions. In 1 9 2 8, gave his 
approval to the conversion ceremony 
of Miss Miller (now Maharani 
Sharmishtha Devi) and thereby 
authorised the taking into the 
Hindu fold, of one who by birth 
and descent was an alien to Hindu¬ 
ism. Was the first Chancellor of 
the Tilak Maharashtra University. 
Presided over the All Faiths Con¬ 
ference at Nasik in 1933, at which 
the All Faiths League of Indian 
was found with himself as Presi¬ 
dent. In 1935 when there was a 
move on the part of Dr. Ambedkar 
and a section of the depressed clas¬ 
ses to leave the Hindu fold, he 
persuaded them to choose Sikhism 
in preference to any other religion. 
Presided over the Shuddhi Confe¬ 
rence held in conjunction with the 
Hindu Mahasabha, at the sessions 
held in Jubbulpore, Surat and Poona. 
Presided over the Hindu Mahasabha 
session itself held at Lahore in 
October 1936. Now engaged in 
organising the Hindu Renaissance 
Society, for the revival of Aryan 
culture and the All-Faiths League 
for the fellowship of the faiths.

J.P., the second son of Babu Panna- 



lalji by his second wife, was born at 
Bombay on Bhadarya Sudi 10th, 


Samvat year 1940. He received his 
education privately. 

During the life time of his father, 
he was under his care and then 
under the care of his elder brother, 
Babu Jivanlalji. 

His training in the jewellery line 
began under his father and was 
completed under his elder brother. 
He has a good insight in the line of 
jewellery and is capable of carrying 
on business independently. At the 
age of 17 he married and has one 
son Babu Vijaykumar and one 
daughter Bai Ramanbai. His wife 
is very kind-hearted though shrewd 
and firm-minded. 

He is a very silent worker and 
takes pride in attributing all good 
things in him to his father and 
elder brother. 

Babu Bhagwanlalji is a man of 
very social nature and possesses 
many good and highly stationed 
friends; a member of leading clubs in 
Bombay; a life member of Mangrol 
Jain Sabha; President of Palitana 
Jain Balashram and President and 
Managing Trustee of the Babu 
Pannalal P. Charities; appointed 
Justice of the Peace by the Bombay 
Government. 

He has attended both the Delhi 
Durbars and had the honour of 
taking a lunch with the Prince of 
Wales (afterwards King Edward 
VIII). 

He is exceedingly kind to all 
relations, friends and servants, and 
would be the last man to hurt any¬ 
body’s feelings. He is always ready 
to spend money for charitable pur¬ 
poses and has contributed equally 
with his two brothers towards the 
amounts paid for Babu Pannalal P. 
Jain High School Building for re¬ 
pairs to Palitana Dhjarmashala as 
also toward Rs. 80,000/- paid to the 
Benares Hindu University. As a 
religious minded man he has visited 
almost all th^ sacred places of Jains, 
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Since the death of his elder

Babu Jivanlal Pannalal, j.p., the 
eldest son of Babu Pannalal, the 





well known jeweller, by his second 
wife, Bai Parwatibai, was born in 
Bombay on 16th October 1878. 

When he was about 8 years old, 
his father had, once, to go to inter¬ 
view Lord Ripon the then Viceroy 
of India, Babu Jivanlal coming to 
know of this, wanted to accompany 
his father and pressed him so much 
that he had to agree. When they 
went there, Babu Jivanlal conversed 
with Marchioness of Ripon so well 
in Urdu language that she became 
exceedingly pleased with him and 
presented him a small book with her 
autograph, 


For his education, Babu Jivanlal 
was placed in the Budhivardhak 
School and studied under very able 
teachers like Govardhanram Ma- 
dhavram TrifJtithi and Kabraji, both 
of whom were very loud in their 
praises of Babu Jivanlal’s intelli¬ 
gence. 

When his education was in pro¬ 
gress, Babu Jivanlal felt that his 
father was growing old and there 
was need for some body to be on his 
side. He therefore, began to devote 
greater attention to his father’s 
business than to his studies and 
finally gave them up. 

At the age of eighteen, he accom¬ 
panied his father to Hyderabad 
Deccan and the big sale of Rs. 51 
lakhs that Babu Pannalal could 
effect was due to the business tact of 
Babu Jivanlal also. 

Babu Jivanlal’s father died in the 
year 1898 and the responsibility of 
recovering money from states, of 
looking after the big business of the 
father and of training the younger 
brothers fell on him. With rare 
ability, foresight and tact, he re¬ 
covered every pie and could win the 
favour of H. H. the Nizam when he 
went to Hyderabad at the latter’s 
invitation. 

Within six years of his father’s 
death, he put his business in order 
and set apart the amount which his 
father had directed to use in chari¬ 
ties. Pannalal Pooranchand Charities 
are at present managed according 
to the scheme sanctioned by the 
Bombay High Court. He has also 
set apart about Rs. 6 lakhs for 
charities to be named after his wife 
Bai Vijibai. 

Babu Jivanlal was like his father, 
a jeweller of first rank and had done 
large business in jewellery during 
his life time, not only with Indian 
rulers but with eminent European 
businessmen also. 
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A leader of the Jain Community he 
worked as President and Trustee of 
several Jain institutions. Appointed 
J. P. by Bombay Government. 

The reputation of being one of the 
first class institutions not only in 
Bombay but all over India, which 
The Babu Pannalal Jain High 
School at present enjoys is due to 
his munificence. In 1930, when the 
Principal of the B. P. P. J. High 
School submitted to the Trustees a 
scheme for the school, he voluntari* 
ly came forward to bear the annual 
deficit in the expenditure, which in 
final stages was calculated to amount 
to Rs. 60,000 (annually). 

He was a great lover of education 
and readily helped its cause. It was 
at his instance that he and his 
brothers paid Rs. 80,000 to the 
Benares Hindu University at a time, 
in the name of their late mother Bai 
Parwatibai. 

Published a graded series of re¬ 
ligious text books under the name of 
Arhat Jivan Jyoti. Unfortunately, 
he died after the fourth book 
(Kirnavali) was published. 

Babu Jivanlal was a great philan¬ 
thropist, a great lover of education, 
affectionate and self-sacrificing 
elder, and a very kind master. 

He was singularly firm-minded 
and possessed astonishingly great 
self-control. His sacrifices for his 
family were also great. He was a 
great disciplinarian and imposed the 
same discipline on himself which he 
expected others to ob<5y. He has 
given about Rs. 15 lakhs in chari¬ 
ties. He died in Bombay on 12th 
March 1936. 


Babu Pannalal Pooranchand, J.P., 

the well known philanthropic 



jeweller, was born at Benares on 
Kartik Vadi 9th, Samvat year 1885. 

His marriage took place in Patan 
(Gujarat) in Samvat year 1901 and 
he had two sons named Babu 
Chunilalji and Babu Amichandji by 
this wife. Both these brothers are 
dead now. 

In Samvat year 1909, Babu Pan- 
nalal’s father died and the responsi¬ 
bility of carrying on his father's 
business with limited means fell on 
his shoulders. His wife also died 
about this time. Both these losses, 
simultaneously sustained, proved 
very heavy for Babu Pannalal and 
he became very dejected and despon¬ 
dent. Fortunately however, an 
acquaintance was formed between 
him and Babu Jitendramohan 
Tagore and the latter helped him in 
overcoming his dejection and 
despondency. Babu Pannalal then 
made up his mind to make strong 
efforts to expand his business. 
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After completing the Burma tour, 
Babu Pannalal visited Cawnpore, 
Lucknow and other Cities and 
returned to Calcutta where he stayed 
till Samvat year 1921. Then again 
he went touring for one year and 
came to Bombay in 1922 and made 
it a place of permanent residence. 
His descendants still stay in Bombay. 

During his stay in Calcutta, he 
sold a good amount of Jewellery to 
the rulers of Jodhpur and Alwar 
and won their favour. After leaving 
Calcutta, he went to Benares and 
then to Bharatpur where he inter¬ 
viewed the ruler and sold some 
jewellery to him. Then he again 
visited Alwar, Jaipur, Jodhpur 
etc., sold jewellery to their rulers, 
formed acquaintance with the 
Resident of Jodhpur and went to 
Shree Kesariaji on pilgrimage. On 
his return journey, he went to 
Baroda and sold jewellery worth 
about 5 lacs to Maharaja Khanderao. 

In samvat year 1922, he went to 
Hyderabad and sold jewellery 
worth 9 lacs to H.H. the Nizam who 
became so much plased with him 
that he not only appointed him his 
own jeweller but also granted him 
a Munsiff and a house in Hyderabad. 

He married a second time in sam¬ 
vat 1925 with Bai Parwatibai, 
(daughter of a well known Merchant 
of Benares), who was very religious 
minded. After this marriage, Babu 
Pannalars monetary conditon im¬ 
proved a lot. By this wife he had 
four sons, Jivanlal, Rujulal, Bhag- 
wanlal and Mohanlal and three 
daughters. Two of these sons, Babu 
Bhagwanlal and Babu Mohanlal are 
still alive and carry on the firm, 
established by their father in the 
name of Pooranchand Pannalal. 

During his stay in Bombay, he 
sold Jewellery to the rulers of 
Gwalior, Indore, Hyderabad, Tra- 
vancore, Bhavnagar, Kashmir, 


Vijayanagar, Udaipur, Junagadh, 
Jhalarapattan, Dungarpur, Bhopal, 
Patiala, Cutch, Wadhwan, Palitana, 
Nepal etc. and came to be recog¬ 
nized jeweller of the first rank. 

• It was not with the Indian rulers 
alone that he transacted business 
but he also came in contact with 
European notables like Lord Ripon, 
Czar Nicholas of Russia, William 
Kaisar, Duke of Connaght, Lord 
Lansdown, Lord Elgin and others 
and obtained excellefit testimonials 
from them. 

Babu Pannalal started his life as 
an ordinary man and by his ability 
could amass a large fortune. He 
was a staunch Jain and had worked 
as a President of the Jain Associa¬ 
tion of India for a number of years. 
He was also made a Justice of the 
Peace by the Bombay Government. 
During his life time, he spent about 
2 lacs of rupees in charities and 
gave away about rupees eight lacs 
by his will for the establishment 
and maintenance of a free school 
and dispensary in Bombay, for erec¬ 
tion of a Dharmashala at Palitana 
and a Mandir on the Shetrunjaya 
Hills, for building and maintaining 
a hospital at Patan for giving 
sadavarta at Hyderabad, for offe¬ 
ring saffron to Kasariaji, for repairs 
to the historical temple of pancha- 
saraji at Patan, to Bhadeliji at 
Benares and to the Jalmandir at 
Pawapuri and for other Charitable 
purposes. 

Babu Pannalal was known as a 
jeweller of the first rank in Northern 
& Central India and in Bombay and 
Kathiawar. Originally his fore¬ 
fathers belonged to Patan (Gujerat) 
but due to his long stffcy in Calcutta 
he was called Babu. 

He died in Bombay on Kartik 
Vad 8th of Samvat year 1955 at an 
age of 70 years. 
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BabuPftnnalalPooranohand Jain High School, one of the best institutions 
not only in Bombay but the whole of India, is a charitable institution 
started out of Rs. 8 lakhs, bequeathed by Babu Pannalalji for charitable 

purposes and provides 
religious, primary and 
secondary education 
to the students of Jain 
community, free of 
charge. 

The opening cere- 
money of the school 
was performed on the 
9th January 1906 by 
Lord Larnington, the 
then Governor of 
Bombay. 

The institution 
started its career with 
81 Jains and 42 Non- 
Jains and the present 
strength of the insti¬ 
tution is 435 in the 
High School section 
and 211 in Gujarati 
section. 

The building, which 
was completed in the 
yearl906, unfortunate¬ 
ly showed some cracks 
after about 5 years and 

had to be demolished. The present building, which was completed in 
March 1930, had cost Rs. 249,000 (excluding the cost of the site). Out 
of this amount about Rs. 172,000 were paid by Babu Jivanlalji, Babu 
Bhagwanlalji and Babu Mohanlalji. The initial expenditure on equip¬ 
ment which came to about Rs. 30,000 was paid by Babu Jivanlalji. 

From 1909 to 1937 the school sent up 330 students for Matriculation 
examination, of whom 247 came out successful, the percentage of passes 
thus being 75. 

Since the death of Babu Pannalalji, the entire system of education 
had undergone a great change and new scientific appliances had found 
their way into the" field of education. The income of Rs. 2 lakhs, left by 
Babu Pannalalji was not only insufficient for the new clmnges but it ac¬ 
tually fell short by a good amount of the annual recurring expenditure. 

At the instance of Babu Jiwanlalji, a scheme was therefore prepared 
by the Principal of the Babu Pannalal P. High School in 1930 and submit¬ 
ted to the Trusted for consideration. Babu Jiwanlalji Pannalalji fully 
realised that the scheme was for the benefit of the institution and the 
students studying therein and voluntarily undertook to bear the annual 
deficit in the expenditure, which was calculated to amount to Rs. 60,000 in 










final stages. But for his this offer, 
the school would not have been 
a model institution, which it is 
to-day. 

Under this scheme, members of 
the staff are assured of an annual 
increment and a provident fund has 
also been instituted. 

The scheme also provides for em¬ 
ployment of trained staff. At pre¬ 
sent, there are mostly trained gra- 
dutes on the staff and three of them 
are London T. D. s’. 

The special features are Drawing, 
Music and Handicraft classes, Ling- 
uaphone. Cinema-machine and Films, 
Epidiascope, and regular medical 
examination of students, excursions 
and co-operative stores. There is 
also a fund called Parwatibai Silver 
Jubilee Scheme (named after the 
wife of Babu Pannalal Pooran- 
chand), wherefrom poor students get 
books free. The results of the 
Drawing examinations are also very 
good, 

Mr. D. A. Telang has been work¬ 
ing as a Principal ever since the 
school was started and has been 
doing excellent work. 

The present Trustees of the insti¬ 
tution are Babu Bhagwanlal Pan¬ 
nalal J. P. (President and Managing 
Trustee), Babu Mohanlal Pannalal, 
Sheth Nagindas Karamchand, Babu 
Dalalchand Amichand, Seth Prem- 
chand Kajodilal Kotawala, Babu 
Vijaykumar Bhagwanlal and Babu 
Mahendrakumar Mohanlal Pannalal.

He served as a teacher 
at Sholapur and Thana high schools 
from 1919 to 1923. He then divert¬ 
ed his attention to the welfare of 
his fellow beings and joined the 
Social Service League, Bombay, in 
1924 when he was Superintendent of 
the Night Schools, in addition to his 
work on behalf of the Released 
Prisoners Aid Society from 1924-28. 
In 1928 he took up the present ap¬ 
pointment. As a member of the 
Committee of Inquiry intoHhe Care 
of Destitute Children and Young 
Offenders in 1933, he did very useful 
work. He was for some time the 
Secretary of the After Care Society, 
Belgaum. He is also the Secretary 
of the Dist. Backward Classes Com¬ 
mittee, and manages a Depressed 
Classes Hostel in Belgaum. Since 
1935, has been appointed as a mem¬ 
ber of the Advisory Board of the 
Western India Life Insurance Com¬ 
pany, for Karnatak, elected as 
General Secretary of the ‘Vangmaya 
Charcha Mandal,” Belgaum, since 
1935.

the jurisdiction of Civil Courts in 
interse disputes and setting of Arbi¬ 
tration Courts for same. Village 
Panchayat system with a non-offi¬ 
cial president, with civil and crimi¬ 
nal powers, to deal effectively with 
matters of every day occurrence; 
right of ownership over building 
sites granted to all; permanent abo¬ 
lition of certain levies such as 
usually levied on marriages (Kanya- 
chori). Potter’s wheel. Native oil 
Mills, cotton bowing, etc.; reduction 
of duty ( CHAUTH ) on transfer of 
immovable property from 33 percent 
to 5 percent; gratuitous help to poor 
and disabled subjects and parvashi, 
etc.

Inll99Pha8li (1790 
A.D.), Mr. Balajiram 
Deshpande of Almel 
reported to Shrimant 
Madhavrao Saheb 
Peshwa, Poona, that 
line of the family of 
Desmukh was ex¬ 
tinct whereon the 
estate was confis¬ 
cated. Jagadevappa 
proved with docu¬ 
mentary evidence, 
that he was the 
rightful heir and he 
was reinstated to 
the estate by the 
Peshwa. Balajiram 
Deshpande instigat¬ 
ed Parapa Turclij- 
geri and with the 
assistance of false

Parappa was the rightful "heir, to the Desgat and got an order to take 
possession of the Desgat in 1797. In 1798 Parappa came to Almel and 
created disturbance. Jagadevappa presented an application to Shrimant 
Bajirao Peshwa and the estate was attached under the order of the 
Peshwa during the time of dispute. He showed genuine documents and 
proved that the documents presented by Parappa were false. In 1802 the 
atUchment order was cancelled by the Peshwa and Jagadevappa became 
the full owner of the Desgat. Until the death of Gurushidappa Deshmukh 
in 1835 the family belonged to the order of the Sardars of the Deccan. 
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Baosaheb Shivlingrao Deshmukh, 
who is the 11th descendant, was 
born in 1880 atBilgi, TaInkaKastgi 
(Hyderabad State) in the Patil 
family. The members of his natural 
family had long since established in 
Moglai and being the descendants 
of a common ancestor. Bai Tikabai, 
the widow of Jagadevrao Desh- 
mukb, adopted him on 17th Nov¬ 
ember 1885, In 1893 Bai Tikabai 
died and the minor was taken care 
of by the Mamale Desai of Handi- 
gnur who gave his daughter in 
marriage to him and was of great 
help. He was educated at Sardars 
High School, Belgaum. On 28th 
February 1900, the estate was given 
in his possession, as he attained 
majority. He was made Baosaheb in 
1911 and Eaobahadur in 1936. He 
received a Coronation Medal. A 
certificate of merit was awarded to 
him for his work in the 2od War 
Loan. On 3rd April 1919, a certi¬ 
ficate was presented to him by 
order of H. B. The Commander-in- 
chief in India in recognition of ex¬ 
cellent services he rendered in 
assisting to obtain recruits for the 
Indian army, during the great war 
as a mark of approval. On 6th 
Novembar 1926, he was appointed 
District Scout Commissioner by H 
E. the Chief Scout. He is Presi 
dent, Lingayat Education Associa 
tion, Bijapur. He is a patron of 
the Wilson Anti-Famine institute, 
Bijapur. He was chairman of the 
Bench of Magistrate, Bijapur for, 
the last 21 years. He was the first 
Chairman of the District School

Erskine of Bombay (three sons and one daughter—Mrs. Ala Saklatvalla. 
His two sons, Framroj and Dinshaw, are managing the firm of Cawasjee 
Dinshaw and Bros., at Aden; second son, Dinshaw and third son, 
Nusserwan, are managing the Burhanpur Tapti Mills and Bangalore 
estates). His father, late Cowasjee Dinshaw, C.I.E., who was born in 
1827, entered business at the age of seventeen and served as an apprentice 
to Muncherjee Sopariwalla of Poona. He founded the firm ‘Cowasjee 
Dinshaw and Bros.," at Aden in 1854, who are doing business as mer¬ 
chants, naval agents, shipping agents, ship owners and managing agents 
of various mills. Their sphere of business activities extend over Aden, 
Zanzibar, Hodeidah, Dijbouti made famous during the recent Abyssinian 
war, Benadir and along the Somali Coast line, besides India.

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Eryad, Jamaspji Motabhoy Billimoria (Panthaki), grandson of the 
late Ervad Darabji Sorabji Panthaki of Billimora, was born at Billimora 
on Shehanshahi Eoz Behman, Maha Ardibehesht, 1252 Y. Z., 20th October 
1882. Educated at Billimora and at the age of 15 left Billimora and came 
to Bombay in order to further his experience in his priestly career which 
was handed over to him by his forefathers. He then went to Poona and 
Thana aspiring for better education in his line. Studied Avasta and 
Pahalvi languages in the Athornan Madresa class and also Persian and 
got religious knowledge from different religious books. Married in 1270 
Y, Z., to Bai Bapairnai, daughter of the late Ervad Sorabji Manekji 
Panthaki and brought his family to Bombay at the age of 20. 

In Bombay he began his career as a public and social worker. In 
1272 Y. Z., he was invited at Dhond where he performed Jashan Cere¬ 
mony under the patronage of the Anjuman of Dhond after which he was 
given an address from the Anjuman of Dhond. 

In the year 1273 Y. Z., he joined the Theosophical Society of Bom¬ 
bay. When the question of inter-cast marriages and Navjots of Alien 
arose in the Parsee Community, he wrote effective articles in “Jame 
Jamshed and Sanj Vartman’' and other papers. At the time of the 
foundation of the Zoroastrian Conference, he was appointed to the sub¬ 
committee, managing committee, and reception committee, where he took 
very important part with other members in discussing religious questions. 
At that time a scheme for electing Trustees of Parsi Panchayat was formed 
by the Hon’ble Mr. Justice Davar and Mr. Justice Beaman and when this 
scheme was ready, a tug-of-war between the Orthodox Parsees and the 
reformers began and as the right of election was just obtained, a keen 
election took place. At that time the Ervad took a leading part with 
other leaders, namely late Dr. Dinshaw Master, Dr. Jahangir Daji and 
late Mr. Jehangir Vimadalal and worked with them hand-in-hand and 
fought out with success for the Orthodox party. At the time when the 
questions regarding Basu Civil Marriage Bill, Alien Navjots and Marriages 
and the right of Sir Jamshedji Jeejibhoy to call Parsee meetings, arose and 
when meetings were called for these questions, he took leading part along 
with other leaders in calling such meetings and passing resolutions. He 
also took leading part with others in the question of “Rangoon Bela 
Navjot.“ In this way this Ervad took an active part in all important 
questions of the community and for this the leading Parsee papers gave 
compliments to him very often; and thus he was called by many well- 
known Parsee families for performing religious ceremonies and at present 
he works as a Panthaky of many families. 

He is regularly elected since last 25 years by the Bombay Zoroastrian 
Association in their managing committee and other sub-committees. He 
is also regularly elected in the Committee of Athornan Mandal and Anju¬ 
man Committee. He was regularly elected for 21 years in the “Committee 
of One Hundred’* who has got the power of electing the Trustees of the 
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Parsee Panchayat. But after 1932 there was a regular fight between the 
Orthodox Party and the Reform Party. This worthy Ervad tried his level 
best to effect a compromise between the contending Parties, but he failed 
in his attempt and since then he refrained from both the Parties as well as 
from the Committee of Hundred. He wrote an open letter in the Papers 
that if any of the above mentioned Parties elected him for their side he 
will at once tender his resignation and in this way he severed his connec¬ 
tions with the Committee of One Hundred. 

One of the most important work and one which will never be for¬ 
gotten that was done by him was, to make a compromise between the 
Bhagar Anjuman, the Anjuman Eire Temple Committee and the Trustees 
of Wadia’s Eire Temple. There was a dispute going on since last 50 
years between these three; and many well-known leaders had tried to 
make a compromise, but they were not successful. While the Ervad took 
up this question and after a hard struggle for one full year, he was success¬ 
ful in making a compromise, in the year 1934 and for which he took 
assistance of his friends Mr. Jamasp Dastur (solicitor), Dasturji Minoch- 
eharji, and Sir Phiroze Sethna and others.

He married on 14-3-18G4 to Baijee, 
daughter of Dorabjee Shapurjee Vachha, a furniture merchant of Bombay, 
on which occasion the Athornans or the Community of Parsee priests of 
Baherkote in Bombay, presented an address to his father with a Shawl. 
S. P. Kanga was first appointed in H. H. the Nizam’s Government service 
as a Translator on 3-3-1878. He was promoted to the rank of Chief 
Traaslator on 10-10-1885. In 1888, when the office of Press Eeporter was 
first created in Hyderabad, Mr. S. P. K. was given that appointment. In 
1907, S. P. K. was appointed Asst. Finance Secretary. Whilst holding 
this post from 1909 for about two years, during the life time of His late 
Highness, S. P. K. was ordered to wait, as the King Kothi, once a week, 
upon the eldest Sahibzada Sahib (H. E. H. the present Nizam) with files 
of the Finance Department and to explain to him the cases dealt with 
therein. These files were generally on the subject of Jagirs, Inams, 
Mansaba, Yomias and other free grants and charitable allowances. 

S. P. K. retired from the post of 2nd Assist. Finance Secretary, after 
a total service of the thirty-five years on 24-2-1914. On that date, Sir 
Eeginald Glancy, the then Finance Minister gave an At Home to the 
members of the Finance Department. On the occasion, a Persian poem 
composed in honour of S. P. K, was read out by an officer of the Finance 
Department and a gold watch was presented to him. Sir E. Glancy said 
inter alia: “Mr. Sorabjee has been thirty-five years in service of H. H’s 
Government and served under many distinguished officers, such as Nawab 
Mohsin-ul-Mulk Bahadur, Nawab Emad Jung Bahadur and Sir Casson 
Walker, who have expressed their very high appreciation of Mr. Sorabjee’s 
services, to which I should like to endorse my personal testimony (cheers). 
I should like to say in addition to the ordinary qualities which go to make 
a good officer, Mr. Sorabjee has sound judgement of hings; and I have 
always felt that I could safely rely upon him. I have not heard a 
word against Mr. Sorabjee’s character or his abilities. This shows that 
Mr. Sorabjee is a man of high character and has endeared himself to one 
and all m the Department. I can only wish Mr. Sorabjee many happy 
years of retirement.” After his retirement S.P. Kanga’s services were enga¬ 
ged for a further period of about five years for the compilation of the Civil 
and Military Service Eegulations of the Hyderabad State, which duty

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terminated on 4-12-1918, on completion of both these works. On this 
occasion the Accountant-General, under whom S. P. Kanga had been 
working, gave a Garden Party at his residence, on the evening of 6-12-1918 
at which all the Gazetted Officers of the Accounts Dept, and other guests 
were invited. He made a speech complimenting S. P. Kanga for the work 
he had performed. S. P. Kanga in 1884 composed and English ,Ode in 
honour of His late Highness’ installation. This Ode printed on illuminat¬ 
ed parchment and enclosed in a silver casket, was graciously accepted by 
His late Highness. In 1912 he published “The Talatumi Iran” which 
was a translation in Urdu of Shakespeare’s Macbeth, and which was 
dedicated to the sacred memory of his [mother. In 1918, he translated 
into English an Urdu book by Maharaja Sir Kishen Pershad Bahadur, 
Prime Minister of the Hyderabad State, which was printed under the 
title of “Eoyal Footsteps,” and in 1919 he translated another book by the 
same author, which was published under the designation of “The Two 
Weeks Tour.” In 1934 he published the “Metrical Version of the 
Gathas in English,” which was dedicated to the sacred memory of his 
father. S. P. Kanga has eight surviving children.

Gyaniram, son of Seth Chandulal of this family, became a Sanyasi whose 
three sons namely, Eamgopal, Baldeodas and Isardas were of tender age 
at that time. In 1857 (1914 Samvat) one of his ancestors went to Delhi 
for trade and when he was returning back to Bhiwani, was looted by Jats 
and relieved of his purse containing Ks. 60 which was his only capital. 
In 1858 (1915 Samvat) Baldeodas and Isardas went to Darbhanga and 
Bombay respectively for doing business. Seth Isardas who was industri¬ 
ous and a great adventurer, has not a single pie when he left for Bombay. 
As there were no trains in those days, first he came to Indore on foot and 
from there reached Bombay, following the cart-loads of opium. Then he 
started business as a commission agent in opium. He died in Samvat 
1950 leaving behind him his son, Jagannathjee who started business in 
cloth. He also died in 1907 (Samvat 1964) leaving behind, Mr. Kishanlal, 
the subject of this life-sketch. 

Seth Kishanlal, who is the luckiest among the family and a shrewd 
• business-man, enlarged his business into that of a wholesale piece-goods 
commission agent. The Great War gave him a good lift and made him 
prosperous.

Al¬ 
so built a waiting 
hall, private ward 
and a dharanishala 
in Bhiwani Zenana 
Mission Plospital 
and one Dharam- 
shala in Brindaban 
(Muthra). To crown 
h i s philanthropic 
The Kishanlal Jalan Free Eye Hospital, Bhiwani. activities, he found¬ 

ed at Bhiwani, the Kishanlal Jalan Free Eye Hospital, which has made 
his name immortal in the District. Has also donated to this Hospital, 
the King George V Silver Jubilee Memorial Hall (In-patient Ward), which 
was opened by H. E. Sir Herbert W. Emerson, K.C.S.I., C.I.B., C.B.E., 
Governor of Punjab, in August 1936. He has built a sanatorium and for 
the good management of all these institutions, he has made a trust. 

Mr. Kishanlal was made a Kai Sahib in February 1937. Obtained 
Silver Jubilee Medal in 1935 and the Coronation Medal, from the Punjab 
f^overnment in June 1937.

After acting some time as a clerk in the Commissariat Accounts 
Office, f^oona, went to Nagpur in 1885 as a Superintendent of Govern¬ 
ment Gardens (Maharaj Bag) and was subsequently appointed also 
Superintendent, Govt. Experimental Farm and Principal of the Agricul¬ 
tural Class attached to the Farm, which he was instrumental in establish¬ 
ing and conducting and which was pronounced to be the best in the whole of 
Indiaby Dr. J. Augustus Voelcker, Ph.D.,D.Sc., F.I.C., Consulting Chemist 
to the Royal Agricultural Society of England. He conducted all the three 
institutions so successfully that he earned high encomiums from the 
heads of the departments concerned and the Chief Commissioner of 
Central Provinces. And finally in reply to his letter of resignation on 
account of his being appointed Superintendent of Victoria Gardens, Bom¬ 
bay, the Commissioner of Settlements and Agriculture wrote: “Your 
services here will be greatly missed by me and I take this opportunity of 
placing on record my obligations to you for the excellent work you have 
done for Government, in this Department. During the seven years of 
your service the Gardens have been greatly improved and a menagerie has 
been added to them; the Experimental Farm has been remodeled and an 
Agricultural Class has been started which has received commendation 
from no less an authority than Dr. Voelcker.” After serving at Nagpur 
for seven years was appointed Superintendent, Victoria Gardens and other 
Municipal Gardens, Bombay, in 1892. Was the first Indian to hold the 
post of Superintendent of a Public Garden in India. After 25 years’ 
service, retired in 1918. During his term of office the Gardens were 
greatly improved in every way and became so popular among all 
classes of people that the annual number of visitors rose from 972,823 in 
1893-94 to 1,665,973 in 1913-14, 

His various publications and public activities testify to his indefati¬ 
gable energy and industry.

(1) He was awarded a Certificate of Merit and a bronze medal by 
the London Exhibition authorities, and was presented with a silver watch 
by the Commissioner of Settlements and Agriculture, for having designed 
and constructed a curved wooden gateway to serve as the frontage of the 
Central Provinces Arts Court at the Colonial and Indian Exhibition, 
London, 1886. 

(2) Exhibited a large number of interesting and economic plants in 
first Conversazione held by the Dnyan Prasarak Mandali in December 
1891, and also in the second one held afterwards, descriptions of most 
of the exhibits being contributed by him in the Jame Jamshed paper. 
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(3) In 1907 he had brought up the question of teaching English by 
the Direct Method side by side with Gujarati from the very commence¬ 
ment of the infant class for Parsi children, before the Managing 
Committee of the Zoroastrian Association, which has been gradually 
adopted in many Schools now. 

(4) The Parsi Montessori School established by him for Parsi 
children of 3 to 6 years of age in 1926 was the very first Montessori 
School in Bombay. 

(5) In 1932 was awarded a silver medal along with two otlfers who 
were the three surviving founders of the Jashan Committee, at a meeting 
for the celebration of its Silver Jubilee. 

(6) Is one of the founders and on the Managing Committee of (a) the 
Bombay Zoroastrian Jashan Committee, (b) the Iran League, (c) the 
Zoroastrian Co-operative Credit Bank, and (d) the Federal Council of Parsi 
Associations. Is also a member and on the Council of (e) the Parsi Central 
Association, and the Life member and on the Managing Committee of 
(f) the Zoroastrian Association, and member on the Managing Committee 
of (g) the Lekhak Ma^idal, (h) Dnyan Prasarak Mandali^ (i) the Associa¬ 
tion for Religious Education and Spread of Zoroastrian Religion, and (j) 
Associate member of the Parsi Vegetarian and Temperance Society, for 
many years. Is a member of (k) the Bombay Teachers’ Association, (1) 
Adult Education Association and (m) the Theosophical Society. In 1908 
he, jointly with his brothers Pestonji and Jamshedji and his friend J. J. 
Vimadalal started a movement for a Parsi Academy on the lines of the 
Central Hindu College, Benafres, and drew up a prospectus which was 
approved by those interested in the subject, and support to the scheme 
was promised by Mrs, Annie Besant and Professor (afterwards Principal) 
E- A. Wodehouse, M.A., of the Deccan College, who even offered his 
services as Principal of the School on a subsistence salary of Rs. 150 or 
200. Professor Wodehouse brought the matter to the notice of the then 
Governor of Bombay, Sir Sydnham Clarke, and arranged for an interview 
of the promoters with him. The Governor approved the scheme and the 
prospectus and promised his support and help to it and sent a letter, 
after the interview, with permission to publish it in the papers. The 
promoters then saw the leaders of the community individually most of 
whom approved the scheme and asked for a meeting to be called to discuss 
the matter jointly. Unfortunately the provisional Secretary Mr. J. B. 
Petit went on delaying it and in the meantime opposition was 
created in the papers from several quarters on the false ground that 
the Academy was designed to draw Parsi youths under the influence of 
Theosophy and the enthusism of the community waned and the matter 
fell through. 

He was a member of the Committee of leading Parsis of all classes to 
draw up a Bill to Amend the Law Relating to Marriage and Divorce 
among Parsis, and also of a Committee to draw up a Bill for the Registra¬ 
tion of Parsi Public Charities. Both the Bills have passed through the 
Indian Legislatures and come into force recently* 
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Was Secretary of the Committee of the Parsi educationists consisting 
of Messrs. H. J. Bhabha, M. A. (Eegistrar Bombay University), (Retired 
Inspector General of Education, Mysore), Professor F. M. Dastur M. A. 
J. D. Bharda, B. A., (Joint Principal, New High School, Bombay), D. N. 
Wadia, M. A. (Principal, Sir J. J. Parsi B. Institute), D. S. Joshi, B. A.

Maneklal, Premchand, partner 
of Premchand Roychand & Co., 
Bombay. His father late Seth 
Premchand Roychand was born at 
Surat in 1831 A. D. His family 
belonged to a Jain community in 
Surat, known as Dasa Oswals. His 
father, Mr. Roychand Dipchand 
carried on the family occupation of 
generations as merchant in timber 
and other commodities. Owing to 
depressed conditions in trade due to 
the declining importance of Surat as 
a port, the family came to Bombay 
when Seth Premchand was about 13 
years of age. Seth Roychand, his 
father, joined the service of Rat- 
anchand Lala, a well-to-do broker 
in Bombay. Seth Premchand receiv¬ 
ed his education at the Elphinstone 
High School, Bombay, where he 
acquired knowledge of English. On 
attaining the age of 18, he started 
his own business as a share-broker 
and financier. From 1858 onwards, 
he developed business in Cotton 
trade both as merchant and broker. 
Cotton business grew enormously 
during the period of 1862-65. Seth 
Premchand was closely connected 
with prominent firms of cotton 
merchants in Bombay. As a share 
and finance broker, Seth Premchand 
acquired for himself a front-rank 
position and was a, premier broker 
to many big banks in Bombay, 


especially to Bank of Bombay and 
the Asiatic Bank where he was also 
a Director. In 1866 the American 
Civil War came to a sudden close 
and cotton prices dropped heavily 
which resulted in heavy failures in 
Europe and severely hit the for¬ 
tunes of many cotton merchants in 
Bombay including Seth Premchand. 
However, he continued his business 
both as a financier and broker till 
the end of his life and it is now 
being carried on by the firm of 
Messrs. Premchand Roychand & 
Sons of which he was the founder. 

Seth Premchand was a man of 
simple habits and was deeply religi¬ 
ous. His outlook on life was humane 
and essentially spiritual. He gave 
away largo sums of money in bene¬ 
factions to religious and educational 
institutions and establishments. His 
total charities aggregated nearly 
Rs. 130 lakhs. His donations and 
endowments-large and small-to edu¬ 
cational and other institutions were 
legion, tliosG worthy of mention 
being the munificent donations to 
the Universities of Bombay and 
Calcutta. Seth Premchand died 
on 1906 at 76.

Mr. Dwarkadas), was born of a 
rich and cultured family on 1st 
December 1860. His family was 
known as “Navalakhi”, for his 
forefathers had lent a sum of 9 
lakhs to the East India Co. 
His ancestors had a flourishing 
trade with China and not only did 
they earn by lakhs but also gave 
away freely towards charity. Shree 
Mumbadevi Talao and the temples 
around it were built by them. They 
belong to the family even now. 
After passing his matriculation, 
Sheth Kaliandas joined the Elphin- 
stone College and passed his B. A. 


in 1885. He wanted to be a solicitor 
but his indifferent health did not 
permit him to prosecute his studies. 
He entered the Municipal Corpor¬ 
ation in 1895 and was created a J.P. 
in the same year. He was also an 
HonoraryPresidency Magistrate and 
a fellow of the Bombay University. 
He took active part in the civic 
affairs and was held in high esteem 
by his colleagues in the Corporation 
including Sir Phirozshah Mehta. He 
was a fellow of the Theosophical 
Society; Life Member of the Gujarat 
Vernacular Society and a Member 
of the Presidency Association, 
Bombay. He was a philanthropist 
and rendered great services to his 
Kapole caste of which he was the 
Vice-President. He died in 1912 at 
a premature age of 52 only and left 
three educated sons after him— 
Messre. Dwarkadas, Jagmohandas 
and Bhagvandas.

Mesopotamia for four years during 
the Great War being one of the 
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first Medical Officers from C.P. and 
Berar to volunteer for Active 
Military Service.

His untimely 
death was greatly mourned by the 
people of Khandwa where he had 
endeared himself by the qualities of 
his head and heart. He leaves 
behind him a widow Manizeh youn¬ 
gest daughter of the late Mr. Sorab- 
ji J. Lalkaka of Ahmedabad, retired 
Superintendent of Post Offices; and 
an only son, Dorab.

On Mr. Sorabji’s retiring from 
the business, Mr. Cawasji became 
the Sole Proprietor of the firm in 
1926 and still conducts the business. 
He is a Mason and takes keen 
interest in Masonic affairs. He is a 
Past Master of both English and 
Scottish Constitutions.

Sirdar Dorabjee, Among the 



well-known families, of Poona 
must be reckoned the Pudumjee 
family of the Parsi Community, 
whose ancestor, Seth Pestonjee, 
laid the foundations of the 
family in those troublesome 
times that accompanied the down¬ 
fall of the Peshwas. Mr. Pestonjee’s 
son, the late Khan Bahadur Sirdar 
Pudumjee Pestonjee, had four sons 
and daughters. The eldest son, Khan 
Bahadur Sirdar Dorabjee Pudumjee, 


was born at Poona on 24th Decem¬ 
ber 1838. He, as well as his younger 
brother, Sirdar Nowrojee Pudumjee, 
C. I. E., had the great advantage of 
studying under Sir Edwin Arnold, 
K. C. I. E., the author of ‘ The Light 
of Asia.” The accomplishments of 
Sirdar Dorabjee extended to rifle 
shooting. He won the champion¬ 
ship medal of the Western India 
Rifle Association, in 1877 the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Cup in 1879, and the Vice¬ 
roy’s Cup, 1882. Another of his ac¬ 
complishments was in the domain of 
photography. His work was so ex¬ 
cellent that he obtained recognition 
from the Amateur Photographic 
Society of London in the shape of 
a silver cup and a fine album. His 
general bent of mind was in the 
direction of science in its applica¬ 
tion to industry, which resulted 
in his starting in 1884, in con- 
juction with his brother, Sirdar 
Nowrojee, the Deccan Paper Mills 
Co. Ltd, at Mundhwa near^ Poona, 
which has now reached its half 
century. This was the first venture 
of its kind on this side of 
India. He also started a bank, 
an Ice factory, and Cotton Factory, 
in Poona. In all these institutions 
he was ably supported by his 
brother. Sirdar Nowrojee. He con¬ 
tinued in the exercise of his public 
activities and business avocations 
till his sad end on 11th July 1902, 
at the age of 64. He left behind him 
a large family of six sons and^ one 
daughter, who have distinguished 
themselves and have been steadily 
following in the footsteps of their 
illustrious parents. Eldest son, (1) 
late Godreji B. A., Assistant Ac¬ 
countant General; (2) Pestonjee; (3) 
late Hormasjee; (4) Khan Bahadur 
Bomanji; (5) Dinbai, married to 
P. M. Kanga, solicitor, Bombay; 
(6) Dadabhoy and (7) Fardunji 
who is at present, the Managing 
Director of the Decdan Paper Mills.

They (the 
firm) were so pleased with his work that they wanted to engage him as an 
assistant Manager and also induced him to go to Japan as manager to 
Japan Government Paper Mills on a salary of Ks 1,000 plus allowances. 
He refused the above offer and came to assist his father in the Deccan 
Paper Mills, started by the later, Sardar Dorabjee and undertook solely 
without anybody’s help, to manage the mills, Mr. Pestonjee, who showed 
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gieat energy did enable the mills; 
management to give four per cent 
dividend in the first year, followed 
by five per cent and so on in the 
following years. 

After serving in the Paper Mills 
for thirty years, Mr. Pestonjee, at 
the request of his beloved elder bro¬ 
ther, retired. Like his father, he is 
also a good rifle shot; and he had 
the pleasure also of playing billiards 
with the billiard champion, John 
E o b e r t , and with African and 
Australian billiard champions. Mr. 
Pestonjee in his young days was 
also the fastest bowler and power¬ 
ful athlete. 


A man of suave manners, Mr. 
Pestonjee has inherited from his 
father profound sincerity and nobi¬ 
lity of mind. To know him is to 
like him. While in England, he 
stayed with a landlady who took a 
great liking for Mr. Pestonjee be¬ 
cause of his genial temperament 
and strong character, and offered 
him her whole property if he stayed 
in England. But his filial duty 
brought him to India. Though 77 
he is still hale and hearty and is 
quite capable of taking up any res¬ 
ponsible job in a native state, if 
offered.

As 
regards his family history and the achievements of his forefathers in 



the history of the Maharashtra, one could write volumes. We will give 
only a summary in these pages. The founder of the family was the 
(amohs Baste, one of the Chief Sardars of the Maratta confederacy during 
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the time of the Peshwas. ‘ Bastes” 
were originally bankers in the 
halcyon days of the Bijapur King¬ 
dom to which place they migrated 
from Welenashar in Eatnagiri 
District and they were known as 
“Gokhales.” They came and settled 
down in Satara during the days 
of Shahr^ Chatrapati Maharaj, and 
the name ‘‘Baste” was an honorific 
title bestowed on them by the 
Maharata Baj in recognition of 
their uprightness and honesty in 
their business dealings. One of the 
ancestors of the Sardar was a 
Cavalry Commander and had shown 
great valour, and another was de¬ 
puted on Ambassadorial work to 
Tippu on behalf of the Peshwas. 
They had also formed marital rela¬ 
tions with the Peshwas. The 
mother of Madhavrao P e s h w a, 
Gopikabai, belonged to the Baste 
family. The Baste family have 
built a number of temples at Wai 
and have also endowed them. A 
good portion of the family income 
goes for the Devasthanams and 
other religious and charitatable 
institutions. 

Shrimant Madhavrao Baste, the 
present Sardar, was born on 15th 
February 189G and is just in the 
prime of his life. He is a persona¬ 
lity to be counted with in Western 
India. By birth, he has an aristo¬ 
cratic position in Society. He has 
hereditary wealth at his disposal to 
maintain and keep up his position 
in life, and he has also that innate 
knowledge of men and things (and 
this comes only out of natural com- 
monsense) which enables him to 
make use of his wealth in a discri¬ 
minate way. The education he has 
received in the Sardar School, 
Kolhapur, has stood him in good 
stead in that he has secured an 
all-around knowledge. He is a good 


hand at chess, has a great liking for 
farming, and has a good and prac¬ 
tical knowledge of poultry and 
gardening. He has also a fair know¬ 
ledge of photography. With such 
a varied and useful knowledge, with 
the other fortunes of life always 
smiling on him and with a nobility 
of temperament coming out of the 
blue blood running in him, it is no 
wonder that Sardar Shrimant 
Madhavrao hates all the hotchpotch 
of modern life and believes in silent 
and useful social and philanthropic 
work. To mention an instant 
of his direct method of dealing with 
difficult situations, there is his de¬ 
cision to eliminate the human 
element from the Nasik Car Pro¬ 
cession.

Shrimati Janabai Rokde, has boon devoting her precious time, energy 
and money not only to the above charitable institution, but has ever been 
ready to help other institutions, associations, and movements set on foot to 
ameliorate the condition of the masses. As a great and good social worker 
and a true friend of the poor, her beneficient services have been duly 
appreciated by the public and (Jo.yernment alike. On her appointment as 
Justice of the Peace, prominent citizens of Bombay presented to her a 
congratulatory address in whicli a glowing trilnite was paid to “her admi¬ 
rable self-sacrifice in the services of the poor and ignorant masses,” She 
was also awarded the Kaisar-i-Hind Medal and King George V Silver 
Jubilee Medal in further recognition of her selfless Public services in the 
year 1925. Shrimati Janabai Rokde is on the Advisory Board of the Cama 
and Albless Hospitals.

His father, late Mr. Vithal Sayana, was born in 1866 of very poor, 
humble parents in a Telugu family, and had to start to earn his bread from 
his fifteenth year. By sheer industry and intelligence his father rapidly 
thrived as a trustworthy and able contractor, and there are numerous 
public and private works which testify to his ability as one of the best 
builders. The works constructed by him for the Government and for 
public bodies are:—The Prince of Wales Museum, the General Post Office 
Building in Bombay, Sir Cowasjee Jehangir Hall and the Science Institute, 
the Bombay Small Causes Court, Colaba Military Quarters and Hospital, the 
Butcher Island Officers’ Quarters and Battery Station, many buildings of 
the Bombay Municipality and the large Drainage Scheme, Messrs. Tata 
and Sons Khapoli Power House, and nearer home, the Kulva bridge at 
Thana. 

On his death, his son, Dewan Bahadur Narayan Vithal Sayana, with 
the consent of his mother, Gangubai, fulfilled the wish of his father by 
donating a complete civil hospital at Thana, which was opened by Lord 
Brabourne.

The hospital is built on modern lines and 
well equipped, A marble bust of late Mr. Vithal Sayana, opened by H. 
E. the Governor, occupies a prominent place in the entrance hall of the 
hopital. 

A young man of great promise, Narayan Vithal Sayana was created 
Dewan Bahadur in 1937, a fitting recognition by Government of his muni¬ 
ficent gift of Vithal Sayana Hospital to the public of Thana and the 
district.

The 
first ancestor of the family was 
Meka Basavanna, well-known in 
wars of Kakateya Chola and Pan- 
dyan Empires of 15th century. The 
sixth descendant of the line. Raja 
Vijaya Appa Rao Bahadur, who 
figured in the battle of Talekota in 
1565 and Ahmednagar in 1596, was 
a Sardar under Queen Chandbibi 
and also Kutabsha of Golkorda.

problem of traffic in slaves at Zanzibar, and his services were very 
much appreciated. 


When he returned to India, took a lively interest in politics, and was 
sent as a delegate to the first Congress at Bombay, and then at Calcutta, 
on behalf of the Gujarat Sabha of Surat. Started his legal practice in 
Ahmedabad in 1901, and soon carved a name for himself in the local Bar. 
As the senior Trustee on the Board of Management of the Ahmedabad 
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Parsi Panchayet for over 85 
years, he rendered great and 
valuable .services to the Parsi 
Community of Ahmedabad. He 
was the revered President of the 
Ahmedabad Bar Association for 
nearly 25 years in succession, (a 
unique record and achievement in a 
cosmopolitan city) and won the 
reputation as a lion and leader of 
the Ahmedabad Bar, and conducted 
many wellknown cases with success. 
Mr. Hoshangji was also connected 
with several public institutions in 
Ahmedabad. After the death of the 
late Sardar Sir Itustorn Jehangir 
Vakil he was twice elected President 
of the Ahmedabad Parsi Gymkhana. 
Since his retirement from active 
politics, Mr. Hoshangji was a silent 
observer of political events and pro¬ 
gress in India. 

Practically till the end of his days 
Mr. Hoshangji was daily seen in the 
Ahmedabad Law Courts in spite of 
his great age. He died at the age 
of 81 in March 1933 leaving two 
sons, and one daughter. He married 
Bai Alibai, the third daughter of the 
late Sir Nowroji Pestonji Vakil Kt., 
C. I. E., the well-known philan¬ 
thropist of Ahmedabad. 

Mr. G. H. Guggali, I. C. S., Dis¬ 
trict and Sessions Judge, made a 
very touching reference in the 
Ahmedabad District Court to Mr. 
Hoshangji’s death, and paid a glow¬ 
ing tribute to his “great and steeling 
qualities; his legal acumen, his devo¬ 
tion to work and high sense of 
duty.*’ 

The Ahmedabad Bar Association 
at its meeting recorded that “By the 
death of Seth Hoshangji Vakil, the 
Bar Association had lost a most 
upright, honest, conscientious hard 
worker who had a very high sense 
of duty as a lawyer.”
